2. Claims 73-74 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 
0919193 (Fox etal). 

Fox et al discloses a device that is attached to an internal organ having a top 
surface(68, 69 of Figure 1) and at least one portion of the housing adapted for 
adherence to the surface of an internal organ; the top surface has a flat elongated 
shape and has a bottom surface that has at least one aperture to allow a suction or 
vacuum to hold the internal organ (Figure 11). The device uses a vacuum to stabilize 
an internal organ which in itself is considered to be a "manipulation" of the organ, 
however the device is also clearly capable of moving, positioning and/or lifting the organ 
in order to position the desired part of the organ properly in order to perform the 
procedure. 



3. Claims 73-74 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Wright. 
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Wright discloses a device that is attached to an internal organ having a top surface (10) 
and at least one portion of the housing adapted for adherence to the surface of an 
internal organ; the top surface has a flat elongate shape and further has a bottom 
surface that has at least one aperture to allow a suction or vacuum to hold the internal 
organ. The device uses a vacuum to stabilize an internal organ which in itself is 
considered to be a "manipulation" of the organ, however the device is also clearly 
capable of moving, positioning and/or lifting the organ in order to position the desired 
part of the organ properly in order to perform the procedure. Further the device shows 
a flange or lip (31 3 of Figure 7). 

4. Claims 69-72, 75-88 are allowed.
